The Challenge of the Present 
World Situation to 
America 

Sherwood K.lriy, traveller, ivrllnr, 
ami speaker, a nihil who has opcnl 
twenty- four yeitra »»f nervice In lands 
abroad hud is now a world f lone In 
Christian leadership, will uprnk in ih« 
Modems of M.'Cill al Sirallirnna Halt 
to-morrow night.. Mr. lîddy'n work 
mnonç stiidonts in Asia and riurnpc 
has taken him into l.wenly-two coun- 
tries and lir is well-filled to ileal In 
tnie perspective with the present 
world .situation as a moral challenge to 
America. Ile brines a story ol' vivid 
narrative and tlnillinpr Interest to the 
younc men of America to-day. "linn- 
per Zones of Two i "ont incuts" is tlie 
subject of his address. 

Mr. lCddy has just returned from 
Europe where he has been ninUinp a 
study of political, social, and indust- 
rial problems, lie has had special 
opportunities for interviews with the 
loading men of Knrope. members of 
cabinets, employers and labour lead- 
ers as well as students and professors 
of continental universities. On bis 
recent visit to Germany he had ex- 
tended interviews and conferences 
with rresident Ebert, the Minister of 
Reparations, the late Chancellor, and 
representative leaders of the universi- 
ties, of labour, of church and state. 
It is out of livlnp experience with men 
that he.ean spsak upon the present 
world situation. 

Mr. Eddy's power of oratory and of 
vivid presentation of his subjects are 
well illustrated by the huge audiences 
which have fathered to hear him in 
ev»ry country. In Hone Konpr, for 
instance, 4,000 students and business 
men attended and It was necessary to 
hold three meetings in three succes- 
sive hours in one of the largest 
theatres in the city to accomodate the 
crowd. In Cairo, two theatres were, 
filled eech night, anil the attendance 
rose from over 2. 500 a night in that 
city to more than C000 in Asslut. 

Sherwood Uddy graduated ».t Vale 
in 1881 and five yearn later went to 
India at IiIk own expense. After fif- 
teen years of work among the stu- 
dents of the Indian Kmplre, he was 
called to lie Secretary for Asia, for the. 
International Committee of the V.M, 
C. A. Nine years of service In Ibis 
capacity among the students and of- 
flcialH of India, China, Japan, the Near 
Ivan, and lîùHsin were charnel erly.eil 
by tlie brilliance, ensrgy, Judgment, 
and devotion so singularly combined 
in this young statesman:
